THE LEBEL RIFLE. 


Descriptive Account of the K«w An» of tk* 
Fnooh Army. 


The Lebel rifle, as the new arm ia 


called, was invented by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Lebel, principal of the artillery 
school at Chalons. Ita remarkable 
qualities are lightness, long range and 
extraordinary penetrating power. 
Ac- 


cording to the scientific researches of 
the mathematician, Prof. Hebler, it 
was supposed that the absolutely per- 
fect army rifle should be a weapon 
with a caliber of precisely seven mill- 
imeters. The Lebel rifle has not so 
•small a caliber, but offers the nearest 
approach to it yet made—viz.: Eight 
millimeters. With this caliber the ad- 
vantages are: a lighter cartridge; a 
greater penetrating power, and a much 
less liability of the missile to be devi- 
ated from its course by a strong wind. 


The ball is so covered with steel and 


brass, as to enable it to preserve ita 
form and to follow precisely the 
grooves of the barrel. Its initial ve- 
locity is exactly 100 meters per second 
greater than that of the Gras rifle, 
which had an initial velocity of 460 
meters, while the Lebel boasts a ve- 
locity of 640 meters. It revolves upon 
itself 6,000 times per second—always 
traveling poiat first. At a distance of 
1,800 meters its fire is as fatal as within 
a lesser distance; and as the line of the 
projectile is almost perfectly straight, 
extraordinary 
hits can 
be 
mads 


at immense ranges. To obviate the 
shock of recoil consequent upon so 
prodigious an expelling force, a special 
powder has been invented by Colonel 
Bnigere, which detonates progressively 
without smoke and with comparatively 
little noise. The shooter feels the 
weapon push—does not feel a sudden 
and painful jar. Three wooden shields 
placed at about twenty-five- yards apart 
wore easily pierced in a straight line by 
one lifloshot^the ball traveling on five 
hundred motors further without chang- 
ing its course to strike the outlying 
target aimed at precisely in the center. 
The movable breech piece is shorter 
than in the Gras rifle, but offers a 
greater resistance and the recoil fol- 
lows the axis of the weapon. 


On finding themselves in possession 


of so extraordinary an arm, it was for 
some time a question with the military 
authorities whether or not to adopt it 
in its simplest form, as the best of 
single-shot breech loaders. But as 
Austria is adopting the Mannlicher re- 
peater, Italy the Vital! repeater, Ger- 
many the Mauser magazine gun, it 
seemed necessary to make the Lebel 
a repeater also; as troops armed with a 
single shot rifle only, however good, 
would easily become demoralised by 
the mere conviction that they were 
face to face with enemies armed with 
magazine guns.—English Paper.

I also urged that no tradition 
would be broken by his candidacy for a second 
term, and that it might be most Important to 
hi> party and the country that he should be re 
elected. After a long conversation upon this 
subject, th* effect of which was aa I have 
stated, the matter was dropped and has not 
since been alluded to, except in a casual man 
ner I have never had In my possession a let 
ler from the President with reference to a 
second term, nor have I ever seen such a 
letter or the draft of one I have not been in 
Washington since the fourth of this month 
If 


the President has arrived at the determination 
suggested in his conversation with me last 
January, I do not know It. But. knowing well 
his character, I am confident that it he thinks 
It his duty to decline a renomlnatlon he will

Robert M. Lee, a laborer of 45, having 


a wife and a number of small children, 
died to-day at his home in one of the Me- 
Oarty dwellings jjt the corner of North 
Calhoun and Marietta streets.

He was in 
debt and being afraid of arrest on a 
charge of forgery, he went home last 
night, mode a pot of coffee, put poison in 
in it, and drank a quantity of it with 
suicidal intent. He could not be aroused 
this morning when Mrs. Lee notified the 
police and had two doctors sent to the 
house by Overseer Newell. The suicide 
suffered terribly toward the last. The 
poison, supposed to be morphine, had 
done its work, and Lee passed away.

months ago, it is related, Lee went to a 
money lender, and got $30 for 90 days, 
giving a note with Frank Powers' name 
signed to it as security. When the note 
came due a few weeks ago, Powers was 
notified of the fact. He pronounced the 
signature a forgery, and Lee confessed, 
saying he was hard up and had to. have 
money to provide food for his family. He 
then gave an order on Powers to pay the 
money-lender wages due him for work, 
and in this way $10 of the same was 
paid. He was pressed for the balance 
yesterday, and fearing the worst he 
doubtless concluded to end his troubles 
by taking his own life. After drinking 
the coffee last night, he urged his wife 
to take some but she refused. 


The inquest resulted in finding a ver- 


dict of anicide. J. H. W. Jones, Thomas 
Walsh, James Godfrey, Patrick DeCour- 
cey, Charles Gallagher and John De- 
vine were the six jurymen selected. 
The witnesses were Eliza Stedman, John 
Herring, Dr. J. W. Drnry, Dr. H. D. 
Heil, and Mrs. Mary Jane Lee, wife of 
the deceased. She testified that her 
husband had become despondent because 
he could get no work. He made coffee, 
drank some and wanted his wife to take 
some. The physicians testified that in 
their opinion he died from taking on 
over dose of morphine he had put in the 
coffee.

At the recent meeting of the Illinois 


Society of Engineers and Surveyors held 
at Champaign, Dr. Theo. B. Comstock, 
Professor of Mining Engineering, Uni- 
versity of Illinois, rbad a lengthy paper 
devoted entirely to the subject of "Oil 
and Natural Gas in Illinois," After dis- 
cussing the value of these products, their 
nature, origin, location, etc., he said: 


"To briefly review the general facts, 
we find that where several oil-bearing 
horizons occur in the same field, the 
heaviest oils are near the surface. In 
regions yielding oil from only one hori- 
zon, the product is heavy or light accord- 
ing to its depth from the surface, the ex- 
act level being dependent upon geolog- 
ical features. If bitumen beds occur be- 
low the proper level for the lightest oils, 
gas will be found at greater depths. But 
we may encounter gas with the oil or 
even above it. The striking of n reser- 
voir of heavy oil, as at Litchfield and 
Mattoon, indicates the presence of lighter 
oils and gas at greater depths, provided 
that the deposit be not itself in the low- 
est reservoir of distilled bitumens. Two 
highly productive pools are rarely struck 
by the same well because overlap is not 
common. For any given district there 
will be a base-line for oil below which 
only gas, if anything, can be found. 
Above that line (which varies in level 
largely with the amount of disturbance 
in the strata) oil may be found any- 
where at depths greater than 300 or 400 
feet, if the reservoirs and the proper con- 
ditions be present at all. It is necessary 
that porous collecting beds covered by im • 
pervious strata be present to collect the 
oil. If all the above conditions be ful- 
filled gas may be found at ull joints 
from the surface downwards. 


Do we meet the proper conditions in 
Illinois? Yes, in some degree. In the 
anthracite region of Pennsylvbnia natural 
gas (fire damp) occurs in the mines, but 
it is not confined, because the strata are 
tilted on end and badly fissured. East 
of the Appalachians the oil strata are 
buried below the reach of drills (four 
miles) and in Central Pennsylvania all 
are not accessible, but the higher bitu- 
minous beds have acted as feeders. As 
we go west the higher strata have been 
troded, but the Cincinnati anticlinal has

brought up the lower beds within strik- 
ing distance. We might be in the same 
condition as eastern Indiana and the 
country about Findlay, O., but with far 
less chance of securing such deposits, I 
owing to the undisturbed character of 
our underlying beds and the unfortu- 
nate thinning out of the strata westward. 
These features have given geologists the 
feeling that no important deposits of oil 
or gas would ever be found in our state. 
In Western Pennsylvania the Devonian 
rocks have a thickness of 1,000 to 1,500 
feet; we have but 300 feet, which is 
about equivalent to the bituminous beds 
alone in the East; 50 to 100 feet will cov- 
er our block shales of that age.
